that the' buildings, 
grounds, rail­ 
w ay 
sw itch es, 
loading platforms 
and m any 
other 
necessary con­ 
ven iences are available at once. 
There is no doubt at all but that 
the state will permit the free use 
of the' grounds and buildings for a 
governm ent 
aviation 
camp, 
but 
this fact will not give us the ramp. 
T he government requires the* use 
of about 640 acres of land fen' this 
enterprise, 
rent 
free’ 
for 
two 
rears. There are a little over 200 
acres in the fair grounds site, so 
that Sedalia would have to procure* 
over IOO acres in addition. 
The 
thing to clo is to secure the* land. 
lf that can be done and is done 
promptly and a strong committee* 
sent to W ashington, and the many 
inducem ents that w e have to of­ 
fer the governm ent for establish­ 
ing an aviation camp here* is prop­ 
erly presented to the- war depart­ 
ment it seem s highly probable* Urn* 
w e can land the* camp. 
What would a camp of this sort 
m ean to us? 
In dollars it m eans this: T h or' 
w ill he located here * permane ntly 
165 officers, whose salaries aver­ 
age $2,400 a year: 
1,500 or rpore 
men, laborers, m echanics and otli­ 
ers, whose salaries average', say, 
$500 per year. Then ti,ere will be 
the 300 or more aviation students. 
with all their incidental and other 
expenses, m aking a trial of 2,000 
or more m en

in France cannot be fully discussed 
at this tim e, for obvious reasons 
concerning safety’ of other contin­ 
gents. It. is perm issible to say they 
are part of the force which will be 
under com m and of Major General 
Pershing, and for w hose arrival 
the general and his staff have been 
arranging. 
The 
Toops will he an entirely 
independent command, just as are

tr oops, 
w o r k in g ,

course, with the F r e n c h at head of 
o p e i JI ions. 
W hen the troops have had their 
period of preparation behind the 
lines, they w ill take a place on Die 
front.

Washington, June 27.— National 
prohibition probably will be put up 
to President Wilson.

he subserved thereby, he is empow­ 
ered to permit the limited use of

Another section adopted would 
authorize the president to take
